You may wad have read in the 
Washington Post a few days ago that the FBI fed Hale Boggs 
a great deal of derogatory information on critics of the 
Warren Commission, and this aroused Boggs ' concern. 

I once wrote an article fbr Holiday \ihich made fun of 
Hoover, and his assistant Deke DeLoach called me and profanely 
accused me of treachery, e tc. ri hen he finally cooled down, he 
asked me if I had been "put up to this by the QIA. " This 
indicates the atmosphere of paranoia in whi ch Hoover operated. 

In the political struggles of 19&0, Hoover was giving 
Lyndon Johnson information on John Kennedy’s romantic 
escapades; that is Hoover distinctly sided with LBJ and tried 
to stop Kennedy's nomination.
